Friday 

A convention of the teachers of the 
school districts of and contigious to 
Vulcan was openod in Vulcan on Fri¬ 
day, Nov. 4. It was in the nature of 
a conference on things pertaining to 
educational matters in the district 
The morning session began shortly 
after 10 o’clock and with so much that 
was of interest was contiiwwf.^i the 
afternoon. » ’ 

Mr. H. Leggett, school inspector for; 
the district, occupied the chair. About 
35 teachers were present, also a 
goodly number of others interested in 
the work. We noticed Mr. Bo.vce, 
schpol inspector of High River district 
an interested spectator. 

Miss Fair, of the Primary depart¬ 
ment, Vulcan school, opened the pro¬ 
ceedings with an excellent paper on 
primary work in the school, which led 
to an appreciative criticism of the 
methods suggested. 

Miss Pichard of Berrywater school 
followed with a thoughtful paper on 
school fairs. Her point of view and 
suggestions led to a pertinent and pro¬ 
fitable discussion on the views offered 
and many of her suggestions will be 
of assistance for the next school fair. 
At the afternoon session Mr. Fowler 
of the provincial institute of techno¬ 
logy and art, Calgary, gave a very 
suggestive 'and instructive address 
dealing with the necessity of laying a 
good foundation in the lower grades, 
(the first four) in the proper handling 
of numbers and the value of correct¬ 
ness, for higher work. A “round 
table” discussion followed and many 
took advantage to express their opi¬ 
nions. The teachers of Vulcan school 
districts who purposed joining witli 
Vulcan at the next school fair, then 
had a discussion regarding it and it 
was decided to meet again in Vulcan 
on Saturday, November 19, in the 
lower school at 2.30 p.m. and to bring 
with them suggestions for the prize 
list of the Aext fair. At this meeting 
it is desired that the trustees of the 
several schools will be well represent¬ 
ed and further anyone with the good of 
the school fair at heart will be wel¬ 
comed and may help to make the pro¬ 
posed Fair of 1922 an outstanding 
example of what may be done.

In the coming elections, it is a mat¬ 
ter of interest to know who may vote. 
Under the new Election Act a British 
subject by birth or naturalization is 
entitled to vote if he or she is 21 
years of age, resident in Canada for 
one year and in the constituency for 
two months at the time of the issue of 
the writ. In cities and towns of over 
2,600 population a person to be allow¬ 
ed to vote-fiiust have his or her name 
entered on the voters’ lists before 
election day. In towns and villages of 
2,600 or less of population and in 
rural municipalities persons other¬ 
wise qualified whose names are not on 
the list may vote by declaring on 
election day that they are entitled to 
vote and who at the same time can 
get a voter resident in the same poll 
whose name is on the list to swear or 
declare to the qualifications of the 
applicant.

Coming on the eve of the conference 
atWashington over armaments and 
questions affecting the Far East the 
adoption by Great Britain of what is 
called a new naval policy in oriental 
waters is bound to be the subject of 
much discussion in the capitals of the 
world. Particularly will it cause com¬ 
ment in Tokio, where it undoubtedly 
will be taken as an unmistakable in¬ 
dication that Great Britain has lined 
up with the United States. In reality 
the Downing-street government has 
not adopted a new policy, but, has re¬ 
vived an old one with an important 
difference—a change of base. Great 
Britain long maintained a fleet of con¬ 
siderable size, with headquarters at 
Hongkong, but Singapore will be the 
main station of the battleships which 
are to guard the interests of her em¬ 
pire in the South Seas. It is signi- 
I ficant that Singapore is slightly 
I nearer to Manila than is Tokio. May 
it not be, besides moving to protect 
Australia and New Zealand, the Bri¬ 
tish government has conveyed a broad 
hint to Japan that if ever the white 
and yellow races clash in the Pacific' 
blood will again prove thicker than 
water? Apart from that phase, it is 
only natural that Britannia should 
again take up her former task of help¬ 
ing to police the Pacific. So long as 
warships are necessary Britain, which 
relies upon sea power for self-preser¬ 
vation, must be represented by bat¬ 
tleship in any part • of the world 
where there is a suspicion that trouble 
may break out. When the ex-Kaiser 
declared that Germany must seize the 
triden of Neptune British warships 
were transferred from the Pacific to 
the North Sea, where the German 
threat was most formidable. The 
peril has been removed from those 
waters for years to come, but there i> 
a flag of the Rising SurT^i the Far 
East which is causing thir white race- 
disquietude. Back to tjte scene ol 
possible trouble go the'-British bull¬ 
dogs.—Los Angeles Times.

The Edmonton Bulletin contained 
an interesting report of a wireless 
telephone concert program given at 
San Francisco hotel, San Francisco, 
and distinctly heard at Edmonton by 
a number of citizens gathered at the 
wireless station at that point.

During the past summer similar ex¬ 
periments have been conducted here 
at High River, but people who had 
not heard it, could scarcely believe 
that such an achievement was possi¬ 
ble. Transmitted 1,400 miles from 
San Francisco to Edmonton by wire¬ 
less telephony, instrumental and vocal 
selections were heard clear and dis¬ 
tinct by the listeners, as on an ordin¬ 
ary telephone. The newspaper con¬ 
tinues: „ «, 

But the greatest wonder . of all 
came shortly after nine o’clockwhen 
Mr. Grant was able to pick ilj) the 
telephone messages from the wireless 
station at the Fairmont Hotel, on 
Market street, at San Francisco, and 
allow those around him to appreciate 
the correct program that is sent out 
nightly from this station. 

Fascinating, it certainly was, to be 
able to hear the operator announc the 
various items, and then to hear, what 
followed. “Way Down South,” banjo 
selections were excellent and Captain 
Dawson felt constrained to do a few 
dance steps in time to the music. 
Everything was so distinct, those 
others in the room in addition to those 
wearing the receivers, could hear the 
music. 

There was heard a vocal solo with 
flute accompaniment, entitled “Land 
of Sky-Blue Water” and Mr. Dawson, 
one of those present, was inclined to 
be somewhat dubious of the perfor¬ 
mance and joshed Mr. Grant with be¬ 
ing guilty of a Hallow’een prank and 
with having concealed a gramaphone 
under the bench. He was invited to 
make a most thorough search, to 
prove, as the conjurors say,, “that 
there’s no deception.” 

Then came some new items and the 
listeners heard about prices on New 
York and other stock exchanges. It 
was all very wonderful and made one 
feel that there was more than a little 
romance in the life of a wireless oper¬ 
ator. 

Finally, when the concert was over, 
Mr. Grant received a call from High 
River station and took down a per¬ 
sonal message. Later, a rather curious 
thing happened, but one naturally 
common to the use of the wireless. 
He picked up aTmessage from High 
River to Estavan, in which the oper¬ 
ator at High Rivet - gave the informa¬ 
tion that he, Mr. Grant, was returning 
to ‘High River from Edmonton on 
Monday night. 

For the purpose of the north coun¬ 
try service it is proposed to employ 
sets of three times the power of that 
in use on Saturday night. The tests, 
are not yet concluded and will be con¬ 
tinued later for purposes of trans¬ 
mitting messages. Plenty enough, 
however, was demonstrated to show 
what a tremendous boon the wireless 
would be in the north country and the 
tremendous amount of time and labor 
it would save, not to speak of what it 
would mean to the lonely ones in its 
scattered outposts. ,

DEBTS MAY BE CANCELLED 


A marked change of sentiment on 
the cancellation of international war 
debts is becoming apparent in political 
circles at Washington. Hitherto a 
superficial view of the financial situa¬ 
tion has prevailed and has been per¬ 
sistently presented by the daily press; 
that the allied world owed the United 
States over ten billion dollars; that it 
must be paid to help reduction of U.S. 
taxation, says the Financial Post. 

British economists and financiers 
who have had more experience and 
therefore deeper knowledge of inter¬ 
national finance have pointed out that 
Germany could never pay in full; that 
.some of the allies could never pay 
anything in gold, though they might 
pay in goods'; that this would cause 
unemployment and continued high 
taxation. _ , 

An increasing number of politicians 
here are openly admitting that both 
Britain and the United States will be 
compelled to cancel all public war 
debts. Some express the fear that 
Britain may outwit us by doing so 
first and thus securing a sentimental 
as well as a great business advantage.
